DETAILS: 
I. PERSONAL HISTORY AND BACKGROUND 


An article in the "Chicago Tribune" dated 
September 20, 1963, is set forth in part as follows: 





"James (Jimmy the Monk) Allegretti, near north 
side vice and gambling payoff man, denied yesterday that 
he knew anything about last Monday's bombing of Gene 
Autry's Sahara Inn motel in Schiller Park. 


"Allegretti was one of six hoodiums whom Richard 
Cain, chief investigator for Sheriff Richard B. Ogilvie, 
wanted to question about the bombing in a rear stairwell 
in the motel at 3939 N. Mannheim rd. 


"Allegretti told Cain during a 25-minute meeting 
in the Criminal courts building that he would be willing 
to take à lie detector test, but the hoodium's offer was 
withdrawn by his attorney, Julius Lucious Echeles. 


"Cain said Allegretti told him he had not seen 
Mandel (Manny) Skar, former Sahara owner, for ‘six or 
eight months.' Cain said Allegretti was one of six 
hoodlums ejected from the Sahara on Aug. 7 at the request 
of the new motel management of Autry, the singing cowboy 
actor, 


"Allezretti told Cain that he is 58 years old 
and lives at 20 E. Cedar st. He listed his occupation 
as a meat supplier for the C and B Meat Packing company, 
1136 Randolph st." 


On November 29, 1963, JAMES ALLEGRETTI was 


contacted in Room 1177 of the Wesley Memorial Hospital 
by SAs AUGUST C. KEMPFF and ne ALLEGRETTI

from a sizable roll of bills. As the Agents entered the 
room and were recognized by ALLEGRETTI this man discontinued 
counting money and both ALLEGRETTI and the unknown individual 
put the money they were handling out of view. 








ALLEGR&TTI stated that he did not know JACK 
RUBY and indicated that he was not sure whether he 
would be willing to discuss him if he would have any 
information concerning this man. ALLEGRETTI stated that 
he was in the hospital for a periodic checkup concerning 
his sugar diabetes and was feeling as well as could be 
expected. He indicated his appeal was coming up for 
argument in January of 1964, and stated that he had been 
framed into this conviction.

: GLITTA was interviewed on October 30, 1963, at 
his residence 1110 South Menard Avenue, Chicago, by 
SAs ROBERT A. COOK and When contacted, 
he appeared friendly, was cordial in his talk and manner- 
isms, and requested the interviewing Agents to come into 
his house in order to discuss anything on their mind. The 
following information was obtained from him: 


He was born and raised in Chicago and grew 
up in the vicinity of Taylor and Loomis Streets. For 
the past twenty years he has gained his livelihood on 
Chicago's near north side. He manages the Shore Club : 
528 North Clark Street, a strip joint, for 
a nephew who is the sole owner. Heovns the new Jet Hotel, 
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662 North Clark, and this past year it has made a nice 
rofit for him i i 


In view of bis being in the hotel and Strip 
Show business, he has naturally met individuals interested 
and active in that type of venture. He is well acquainted 
with most all of the alleged hoodlums in that area and 
is particularly well acquainted with JIMMY ALLEGRETTI. 
He feels that ALLEGRETTI was "bum" regarding his conviction 
on liquor theft and does not feel thatALLEGRETTI deserves 
that type of treatment. 


He feels that the publicity of his taking over 
for ALLEGRETTI, when and if ALLEGRETTI commences serving 
time, is a joke. He figures his management of the Shore 
Club is above board; and in fact, he has nothing to hide 
concerning his life to date. There has been no heat placed 
on him in his operation of the Shore Club, and he does 
not "pay off" to anyone. The only exception to that is 
on occasion and especially at Christmas he has given the 
police, who patrol that area, gifts which is customary 
due to past practices and which is done almost every year.

CG T-8 in October of 1963, advised that JOE 
APSIEXIN is heavily engaged in sports betting and makes 
his payoffs and collections at the ii & H Restaurant usually 
on Monday mornings. EPSTEIN like other major bookies in 
Chicago splits his take with the "outfit" and is directly 
responsible to JAMES ALLEGRZTTI. 


CG T-9 in October of 1963, advised that JIMMY 
ALLEGRETTI is one of three principal juice operators in 
the Chicago area. ALLEGR“TTI is responsible primarily 
for the Rush Street area and handles his operation from 
Valentino's Restaurant at the Berkshire Hotel.

An editorial in the "Chicago Daily News", dated 
December 24, 1964, cantioned, "Fair vs Perfect Trials", is 
set forth in part as follows: 


, "The U.S. Court of Appeals dealt the 
Chicago Crime Syndicate a heavy blow vith its 
decision upholding the conviction of four men 
in a whisky hijacking case. But more than that, 
the decision itself should stand as a marker toward 
bettex protection of society against hoodlums who 
would prey upon it. ` 


"The four men, each sentenced to a seven- 
year prison term after their conviction in April, 
1962, are James Allegretti, Frank Lisciandrello, 
Dove Falzone and Louis Darlak. All are so well 
known for their brushes with the law in Chicago 
that their lawyers obtained a change of venue to 
Peoria on the ground that an impartial jury could 
not be found in Chicogo. When a Peoria jury in 
U.S. District Court found them guilty, they charged 
that the judge had made prejudicial statements, and 
appealed. Two of the three judges in the Court 
of Appeals panel that heard tho case agreed, and 
ordered it remanded to the district court. 


"However, Judge Vin G. Knoch filed a strong 
dissent. In an unusual »roceeding, all seven appeals 
jubes sat en banc to reconsider the decision. The 
outcome was a 6 to 1 vote to adopt Judge Enoch's 
dissent as the opinion of the court. The lone 
objector was Judge Elmer J. Schnackenberg, who 
agreed that the governmet had proved its case, but 
Said judicial erras had been made, 
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"Here, thon, was an instance oz full 
agreement that guilt had been prowd beyond 
reasonable doubt, yet the culorits came close 
to sneaking through a legal loophole. It 
would not by any mens have been the first time. 
In all too many recent cases, from the lowest 
courts to the highest, guilt has been proved 
yet the criminals have gone free because of 
some minor techicality in the intricate lesal 
machinery. 


"Judge Rnoch's comment on that point 
deserves to be framed and hung in every 
courtroom. He wrot: 


" 'À fair trial must not necessarily mean 
a perfect trial. It must protect the rights 
of each individual and at the same time protest 
society in general. ' 


"The distinction between fairness and 
perfection is one that should not be lost. 
Perfection is rarely attainable; fairness is 
within the reach of all men of good will, whether 
they sit on the bench or on the jury or merely 
watch. 


"Certainly the rights of individuals to 
fair trial must be preserved. But the rights 
of society to be protected from lawbreakers 
must not be jeopardized by trivial errors 
in the mechanics of trial." 


In a "Chicago American" article dated January 26, 
1965, DANIEL C. AHERN, attorney for JAMES ALLEGRETTI, 
was quoted as stating that the United states Court of 
Ap -eals had reviewed this cæ and refused to reconsider 
its own reversal of itself on December 22, 1964, cnd he 
had filed a motion for a stay of the order on ALLEGRETTI 
to begin serving his prison sentence until an appeal can be 
taken un to the United States Suprene Court.

by the Chicago istant United States 
Attorney (AUSA) Chief of Appelate 
Division, Northern District o inois, that a petition 


for rehearing from the en banc decision of the United 
States Court of Appeals for 7th District was denied 
regarding JAMES een E FRANK LICIANDRELLO. 
It was subsequently determined on March 1, 1965, 
that the United State rt of Appeals for the 7th Circuit 
regarding ALLEGREPRI Po ]LICLANDRELLO and DAVID FALZONE 
were refused. The Supreme Court of the United States, 
Washington, D.C, mailed notices to the Court of Appeals 
reflecting that petitions of certiorari 
were filed on February 20, 1965, on behalf of ALLEGRETTI 
andl The records furtter reflect that on 
February 27, 1965, a similar petition for certiorari 
was filed on behalf of FALZONE with the United States 
Supreme Court. 


The Washington Division advised on April 22, 1965, 
that eamination of docket in the United States Supreme 
Court on Apri 965, disclosed that the cases involving 
zm RER FALZONE continue to be under 
consideration by the Court.

CG T-1 learned that JAMES ALLEGRETTI has what is 
termed as uncontrolled sugar diabetis. It is uncontrolled 
primarily because ALLEGRETTI refuses to tollow a prescribed 
diet and does not take the regular tesis as are necessary 
for individuals having diabetis to assure themselves of 
teeping the proper sugar-insulin balance. CG T-1 further 
advised that ALLEGRETTI is aware that he does not cooperate 
with taking controlled medications and having proper living 
habits, This apparently makes no difference to ALLEGRETTI 
except when his system is unbalanced and he is forced to return 
to a hospital to receive proper treatment. 


According to CG T-1, once the sugar-insulin balance 
has been obtained, ALLEGRETTI has been able to carry on his 
normal activities. 


CG T-2 learned that ALLEGRETTI has been a diabetic 
Since about 1951 and has been a patient at the Wesley Memorial 
Hospitai in Chicago in connection with this ailment on an 
average of about twice a year. He has usually been required 
to stay in the hospital from five to eight days for each 
admission.  ALLEGRETTI vas most recently in the hospital for 
treatment in January, 1965, in October, 1964, and in March, 
1964, when, his sugar-insulin balance became uncontrolled. 


CG T-2 learned that hospital staff doctors who have 
attended ALEGRETTI on his last six admissions for uncontrolled 
diabetis have found ALLEGRETTI to be uncooperative and fails 
to adhere to treatment of his own volition.
